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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-13 are indefinite in failing to recite any 
positive method steps. Further, claim 1 is indefinite since it is not clear what is intended 
by: "provision of inputs"; "storage chamber"; "previous boiling"; and "provision of 
pouches". Also, claim 1 fails to recite what is mixed in step H), what is packed in step I) 
and what is sterilized in step J). Claim 2 is indefinite since it is not clear what is 
intended by: "qualitative evaluation"; "provision of the beef; date of validity", "fairly good 
conditions" and "odor... characteristics" (line 7). Claim 2 is also indefinite as to scope in 
reciting different ranges for the same parameter, e.g. two different temperature ranges 
and pH ranges. Claim 3 is indefinite in not reciting how the raw beef is checked. Claim 
5 is indefinite in not reciting how each part of the apparatus claimed therein is related to 
the claimed method. It appears that claim 5 should be a separate apparatus claim 

3. There is no antecedent basis in claim 1 for: "feeding the cookers" (claim 6) and 
"the autoclave"and "the product shaping section" (claim 9); "the temperature recording 
device" (claim 10). In claim 8 "the mixing..understand" (lines 1-2) is unclear. Claim 10 is 
indefinite in not reciting how the equipment is related to the method being claimed. 
Claim 13 is indefinite since it is not clear what is intended by "tag and cleanless". 
Additionally, the claims are replete with grammatical errors and unclear language and 
should be revised carefully. Corrections are required without new matter.
